THe English House of Commons was 


again crowded last night to hear Lord 


Randolph Churchill’s attack on Mr. Glad- 
stone’s Home-Rule bill, the Conservatives 
and Whigs manifesting intense interest in 
his effort. Mr. Gladstone announced that he 
would postpone introducing his Irish Land- 
Purchase bill until next Monday, and Sir 
Michael Hicks- Beach stated that the Con- 
ser vatives would refrain from forcing a 


division on the Home-Rule bill until it came 


up for a second reading. Lord Churchill 
then spoke at length, stating, among other 
things, that the scheme was such a mass of 
contradictions that it anybody besides Mr. 
Gladstone had introduced it it would never 
have been taken seriously. 


WILL SPARKS BE REMOVED? 

The Washington dispatches state that 
‘*the Interior Department is not big enough 
for Sparks and Lamar both,” and it is hinted 
that if the Land Commissioner does not re- 
tire voluntarily he will soon be called upon 
for his resignation. Sparks ought to hold 
his ground and not resign until requested. 
Aside from two or three blunders Mr. 
Sparks’ course in the Land-Office is one de- 
serving high praise, and it is not for him to 
assume that, because some of his rulings have 
been reversed by his immediate superior in 
office, the President discountenances an hon- 
est, sincere effort to reform the most rotten 
bureau in any of the departments. If the 
President disapproves Sparks’-general policy 
he can call for his resignation, but until this 
is done the Land Commissioner should retain 
his post and persevere in his efforts to intro- 
duce a new order of things in an office honey- 
combed with fraud. 

Sparks has made some mistakes (as most 
men do at times), but the errors have been 
corrected and the Land-Office is still in need 
of a Commissioner noted for zeal, fearles- 
ness, and independence. Sparks’ mistaken 
decisions in regard to the Dakota settlers were 
properly overruled, but they were made with 
good intent and would have produced good 
results if they could have been carried out as 
the Commissioner intended. In his attempt 
to forestall frauds Sparks suspended the is- 
sue of patents in entire distriets without 
thinking that while such a course would 
check land thieves it would bear with great 
hardship on thousands of deserving settlers. 
The Government ought to ferret out and pun- 
ish frauds without inflicting Incidental injury 
on settlers who were trying to comply with 
the law in good faith, and for this reason we 
think Sparks’ sweeping order for the sus- 
pension of land patents was rightly set aside. 
His denial that the same person could avail 
himself of homestead and preémption rights 
was also a rather questionable doctrine, and 
it is perhaps better for the department to ad- 
here to the practice previously established. 
It is unfortunate that these erroneous rulmgs 
have been magnified before the public and 
made to obscure the praiseworthy efforts 
Sparks has put forth to stop the spolfation of 
the public domam and ftorce some 
of the land-grabbers to make restitution. 
Since Sparks went into office he 
has not devoted himself to gathering spoils 
and nullifying the Civil-Serviee act, and in 
this respect his course is in marked contrast 
with that of some of his near neighbors in 
the Interior Department. He has commit- 
ted errors in some matters, but he grappled 
fearlesly with the abuses of the Land-Office 
and exposed them as no other Commissioner 
ever did, Republicans like the Hon, E. B. 
Washburne, opposed to Sparks in politics 
and having no personal or other prejudice in 
his favor, have felt called upon to applaud 
him for his efforts to introduce a sweeping 
reform into the Land-Office. As Mr. Wash- 
burne said in his letter to Tue TRIBUNE, 
the Land-Office has been for years the most 
corrupt department of the Government, and 
it needs a radical and aggressive Commis- 
sioner like Sparks. The removal of Sparks 
would gratify every corporation or individ- 
ual who has been engaged in the spoliation 
of the public domain, and it will do nocredit 
to Mr. Cleveland’s Administration to dismiss 
the present Land Commissioner from the 
public service. 


A PULPIT VIEW OF PROHIBITION. 

The Rev. Dr. Lyman Abbott, editor of the 
New York Christian Union, is presenting a 
view of the prohibition question which is at- 
tracting considerable attention in church cir- 
cles in the East. Dr. Abbott gives expres- 
sion to his views in connection with the In- 
ternational Sunday-school lesson for April 18, 
which concerns the miracle atthe Oana mar- 
riage feast. In the course of his discussion the 
doctor not only brings out—what every Sun- 
day-school teacher knows—that Christ in- 
dulged in the use of wine as a ber- 
erage, but also the information that 
there were in His day teetotalers, 
like the Essenes, a Puritan sect, which 
some biblical writers claim Christ belonged 
to, and the Nazarites, among whom was 
John the Baptist, who were under a vow to 
abstain from all kinds of wines, and that 
there were those who favored prohibition by 
law. In Rome the teetotalers were partially 
successful, as they secured the passage of a 
law forbidding women to drink, which was 
as far as the bibulous Romans would go, 
They were evidently in favor of the wide- 
open-all-the-time policy so faras men were 
concerned, but were averse to allowing the

tiee unlicensed opportunity to sell not mere- 


ly wine but ardent liquors as freely as water. 
They not only, Dr. Abbott contends, ‘‘ assume 
to differ with Christ as to the meaning of sin 
itself, to throw His example one side as 
worthless, but to rise superior to the at- 


‘tribute of dtvinity and do what God Himself 


has not done—namely: to ignore free will 
and make aman good by compulsion.” If 
the Essenes of Christ’s day, says Dr. Abbott, 
could have made others total abstainers by 
the force of their example, or the Nazarites 
or Romans could have stopped men from 
drinking by the enactment of law, Christ 
would have encouraged them, and among His 
messages to humanity would have been one 
to this effect: Thou shalt not drink wine.” 

Leaving out of view the purely human 
considerations bearing upon this question, 


{ which are in themselves simply unanswera- 


ble, Dr. Abbott has approached its discussion 
from the religious and Christian side ina 
calm and temperate but not the less forcible 
manner. It is not likely that all his breth- 
ren in the pulpit will agree with him, but 
he has opened up the whole subject for dis- 
cussion in a manner which will be likely to 
invite attention to it inside the church. He 
has given his brethren some very hard nuts 
to crack. 


SECRETARY WHITNEY’S BOOM. 

There seems to be a very general consensus 
of opinion on the part of Eastern Democratic 
newspapers that Mr. William C. Whitney, 
Secretary of the Navy, is a rising statesman 
for whom the future is smiling very brightly, 
and that he has already entered the lists as a 
candidate for the Presidency. It is alittle 
early for the blossoming out of candidates, 
and it is a little disrespectful to the President 
himself that a member of my Cabinet” 
should allow it to be understood that he is 
working for his chief’s: place, but these facts 
apparently do not militate against the Secre- 
tary’s ambitions. Nor, on the other hand, 
does it interfere with his plans that he has 
not yet shown even the premonitions of 
statecraft or manifested any of the signs 
that would point to him as a candidate. 
He has had but one opportunity to 
appear before the public, and his 
experience on that occasion was not 
such as to impress the people with a very 
strong conviction of his honesty or ability. 
Had the Dolphin gone down when he sent 
her out in quest of a storm the calamity 
might have confirmed his naval judgment; 
but as the only things that went down were 
her seasick officers and men, and the gallant 
craft safely outrode the storm, the outcome 
was somewhat of an unfavorable comment 
upon his official intelligence. Apart from 
this episode the Secretary lias not yet made 
his record. 

It is generally conceded that if he makes 
a run for the nomination he will do so as a 
dude with the aid of boodle. It is dwelt 
upon with eonsiderable uhetion that he is 
tall, fine-looking, dresses well, and wears 
eye-glasses. He keeps up the most elegant 
establishment in Washington, well furnished 
throughout its twenty-six rooms with sofas, 
lounges, chairs, and téte-A-t@tes, decorated 
with gold wire, and upholstered with Venetian 
velvets and brocaded satins. The walls are 
hung with stuffs of antique pattern. In the 
dining-room champagne has flowed like water 
and terrapin has been eaten by the barrel. 
All roads lead to this house for Democratic 
politicians, and branch off to the terrapin 
barrel and the wine- cooler. Mrs. Whitney, 
who is mentioned as the lieutenant of the cam- 
paign, has taken quiet satisfaction in making 
the White House, under Rose Elizabeth’s 
administration, take second place in the way 
of entertainment and in offering such in- 
ducements to the Democratic statesmen that 
they have given her house the preference. 
The Secretary has a barrel, and the Secreta- 
ry’s wife has another barrel, and should cer- 
tain mortuary eontingencies occur her barrel 
will be enlarged to the tune of fifteen or 
twenty more millions. It may also be said 
that Secretary Whitney is the protégé of 
Sammy Tilden, and as the latter is growing 
younger and stronger every day it is expect- 
ed he will live to back him. He is the son- 
in-law of Henry B. Payne. It goes without 
saying, therefore, that Democracy would be 
woll lubricated with Standard Oil. 

These are the principal qualifications of Sec- 
retary Whitney for the candidacy, but are they 
sufficient? Are they of the kind likely to 
impress the Democracy with favor? Will 
the plutocrat go down with the ‘* Rowdy 
West,” the Jeffersonians, the cotton stock- 
ings, and the woolen shirts? He has made 
the mistake of supposing that because he is 
a plutocrat he can be nominated and elected. 
He is in the midst of a mutual-admiration 
society, whose members sprinkle each other 
with rose water and exchange taffy—a sort 
of gilded circle peculiar to New York—but 
when he comes to face the country he will 
find himself ‘‘ structurally weak.” The Jef- 
fersonians will eat his terrapin and drink his 
champagne, They are all good feeders, and 
always hungry, but when it comes to a dude 
eandidacy, even with plenty of boodle behind 
it, they will ask to be excused. Still there is 
no reason why the Secretary should not en- 
joy his little boom while it fasts, It will be 
short-lived at best. 


CARTER HARRISON when down in Ken- 
tucky said that Cleveland has about as 
much chance to be renominated for reélection 
as he has to take a trip to the moon by rail.”’

Hoxie is simply Mr. Gould’s hired man, He 
has no financial interests to be injured by ar- 
bitration, and if Jay Gould thought that ar- 
bitration would be best for his stock-speculat- 
ing interests he would order it, and Hoxie 
would obey the order. If he did not, he 
would be ordered to step down and out and 
some one else would take his place in short 
metre. There are men to be found capable 
of filling it. If Hoxie is stubborn and will 
not arbitrate it is only beeause Jay Gould is 
stubborn and doesn’t want him to arbitrate. 
The moment that the latter desires arbitra- 
tion he will order it and Hoxie will promptly 
fill the order. Jay Gould is creeping out of 
a small place with the insinuation that Hoxie 
stands in the way of settlement.

CHICAGO elevators contained last Saturday 
evening 13,040,459 bushels of wheat, 3,839,213 
bushels of corn, 495,853 bushels of oats, 196,- 
778 bushels of rye, and 90,924 bushels of 
barley; total, 17,668,227 bushels of all kinds 
of grain, against 18,851,048 bushels a year 
ago. During the last week our stock de- 
creased 231,867 bushels, inclading a decrease 
of 498,434 bushels of wheat. For the same 
date the Secretary of the Chicago Board of 
Trade states the visible supply of grain in the 
United States and Canada as 47,681,869 
bushels of wheat, 16,487,810 bushels of corn, 
2,236,556 bushels of oats, 496,012 bushels of 
rye, and 833,116 bushels of barley. ‘These 
figures are smaller than the corresponding 
ones a week ago by 1,290,255 in wheat and 
larger by 192,420 incorn. The visible supply 
of wheat for the corresponding week a year 
ago decreased 716,086 bushels.

THE Senate has passed the bill for the ad- 
mission of Washington Territory as a State, 
with the pan-handie of Idaho annexed there- 
to. Should the House concur, it will add an 
area of 69,180 square miles and a population 
of about 150,000 to our State system. The 
Territory has been financtally prosperous, it is 
out of debt, has a taxable property of over 
$100,000,000, .and a surplus of over $100,000 
in its Treasury—not yet stolen. During the 
last school year $287,029 was spent for edu- 
cational purposes, and 27,497 children were 
taught in the schools, showing a high aver- 
age of intelligence among its people. Asthe 
Democratic Delegate was elected to Con- 
gress by only 148 majority, it is a debatable 
area politically, but as the project for its 
admission came from the Democrats original- 
ly as an offset to Dakota, there ought to be 
no opposition to the bill in the House,

He 
left the Council completely in the dark as to 
the proposition of Mr. Billings. Not a refer- 
ence was made to it, though the veto was 
based entirely on grounds cut away by the let- 
ter. The Mayor, so the report goes— 
Made no complaint as to the price charged 
per thousand for gas, recognizing, as he said, what 
many do not understand, that the West Division 
company was entitied to receive more per thou- 
sund from the city than the Soath Side company 
because it was u poorer company. lost much more 
by condensation, and but for its supplying the city 
could hardly do basiness for private consumers 
except at very high rates, The objections he urged 
arose from the time-table of lighting and extin- 
guishing street gas, which forced the city to pay 
for gas for about 1,460 hours more than was 
needed. 

But as the company is willing to reduce the 
time of lichtmg in aceordance with Mayor 
Harrison’s Views, and as he was informed of 
that, does not the veto seem to be the veriest 
buncombe? Is it not worse even than bun- 
combe?, By what right did the Mayor witb- 
hold the information conyeyed by Mr. Billings’ 
letter from the Council? Had the letter been 
read or its contents stated the boodle Alder- 


men would hardly have persisted in maintain 


ing the original contract.

What 
inducement is to be offered them for under- 
taking work that would land any mere man in 
the iunatic asylum in three months? We have 
no doubt Mr. Powderly has begun to ponder 
these questions himself. The trouble with the 
less thoughtiul and intelligent Socialists is 
that the State which is to take care of the work- 
ingman, and raise his wages, and shield him 
from ccmpetition always appears in their 
fancy as an all-wise and all-powerful person 
who knows everything and can accomplish 
everything, without board, lodging, ana wash- 
ing, instead of being, as it really is, a group 
composed of Smith, Brown, Jones, White, 
Black, and Green, not one of whom probably 
could manage a large store, and all of whom 
are as anxious as anybody to be protected from 
competition and filled with good victuals at 
other people's expense.— Nation. 


Tur title ‘‘uncrowned King of Ireland,“ 
now generally used derisively by anti-Irish Eu- 
giishmen as applied to Mr. Parnell, did not 
originate’ with the late Mr. Forster, nor yet with 
Mr. Healy. It is some years older than the 
latter, and was applied to O'Connell before Mr. 
Purnell was born. Tom Steele, or some one of 
the Irish tribune’s numerous flatterers, in- 
vented the phrase, which became popular, and 
which was keenly relished by O'Connell, who 
was proud to trace his descent to one of the 
numerous Hibernian Kings. Gavan Duffy, in 
his poetic reference to Thomas Davis, as 
kingly a King as dear Erin ever knew,“ had 
the ‘‘uncrowned-King compliment to O’Con- 
nell—whom he hated—in his mind when he 
wrote the lines, 


Tue recent attempt to double the rate of 
postage on seeds and other articles of fourth- 
class matter’’ by Senator Wilson of Iowais a 
striking instance of the small pains taken by 
some lawmakers to know the operations of ex- 
isting laws or the real needs of the people. 
Prior to 1872 the fourth-class postaye rate was 
eight cents per pound; the existing rate is 16 
cents per pound. The biti introdueed by Sen- 
ator Wilson would double this and make the 
postage 32 cents per pound. In Canada the 
postage on this class of mail matter is four 
cents per pound, while in England it is six 
cents per pound for the first pound, and less 
than four cents where the packages are over 
one pound. In other European countries 
equally low rates prevail. The proposed bill 
must have been introduced in ignorance of 
these facts, or without consideration or regard 
for the effect it would have on the agricultural 
interests of the country. Proof ot this is 
found in the fact that the Senator who Iintro- 
duced this bill doubling the fourth-ciass post- 
age has now introduced another one reducmg 
the rate one-haif, evidentiy acting under 
pressure of the strong public opinion freety 
expressed throughout the country.
